On May 3lst, the Boston 
Chapter of the Black Panther 
Party opened the Franklin 
Lynch People’s Free Health 
Center for the purpose of 
serving the people of the black 
community. Since the open- 
ing date, the Center has tre- 
ated many patients and rend- 
ered other health services to 
the community. Black people 
can definitely relate to a Free 
Health Center, where we can 
go to have our medical needs 
met without going through 
all of the waiting, form sign- 
ing and red tape that are to 
be found in the racisthospital 
all over Boston. Since it isa 
dangerous situation for Black 
people to get togethes, because 
our unity brings the pigs clo- 
ser to their doom, these same 
pigs have viciously attacked 
the Free Health Center. 

Durning the morning hours 
of Sunday, July Sth, thirteen 
shots were fired into the tra- 
iler that houses the Franklin 
Lynch People’s Free Health 
Center, located at Tremont 
and Ruggles Streets, Several 
of the bullets passed through 
both sides of the trailer, but 
two bullets were recovered , 
revealing that the caliber 
used was a .38 special, the 
type of handgun that Bos- 
ton’s Finest Pork are known to 
carry on their hip. The dam- 
age done was minimal, and 
the People’s Free Health Center 
was open on Sunday as usu- 
al. Many community people 
came to investigate and to 
ask questions about the shoot- 
ing. The people were concern- 
ed about their Health Center 
and were angry that some 
low-lifed creatures would be 
foul enough to try to de- 
stroy one of the people’s 
programs. The shooting oc- 
cured amid fireworks and fire- 
crackers, thus the Pigs were 
able to escape unnoticed be- 
cause the gunshots could eas- 
ily have been mistaken for 
firecrackers: This proves that 

fhe pigs do not posess the cou-

rage to openly attack the Peo- 
ple’s Free Health Center, in- 
stead they strike at night; giv- 
ing them a better chance to 
escape the wrath of the black 
community. The response of 
the people to the Health Cen- 
ter and their increased partici- 
pation since the shooting sh- 
ows that the people have em- 
braced the Free Health Center 
as their own and refuse to 
cower beneath racist attacks 


by the Boston Pig Department. 


The Black Panther Party 
will continue to operate the 
Franklin Lynch People’s 
Free Health Center, and with 
the help and cooperation of 
the community, we hope to 
expand our present facilities.

After getting up, 
Blue saw two things in quic.: succes- 
sion; the foot which had tripped him 
and the smiling face of arrogant white 
racism. The racists’ sarcastic reply of 
“excuse me”, sounded more like 
“watch where you're going nigger,” 
and then this beer-drinking tatooed 
pig said, ‘You want to make some- 
thing of it” and hit Blue in the side 
of the head. Blue dealt with this © 
fool even though he was kicked in 
the head by one of the bystanders, 
who was watching his “white hope”’ 
get beaten. About ¥ hour later, 

Blue returned with a couple of bro- 
thers off the block from the area. A- 
gain, the racist attacked, and once a- 
gain they were beaten off. In the 
schuffle, one of the racist intruders 
was stabbed in the neck and one 
claimed he was hit by a brick. 

Two days later, 10-15 pigs from 

the Boston Gestapo, came to Blue’s 
shop and arrested him. His crime? 
Self-Dafénse! Taken to Station 4 and

fically” charged with 2 counts of A- 
ssault and Battery by means of a dan- 
gerous weapon; bail was set at $5000.

As expected, the 
‘ravists lied, bi't t+ pevformance of 
Judge Adlow was remarkable. He 
continually interupted Blue's lawyer, 
saying his cross-examination of the 
racist was irrelevant and toped off 
everything by laying down another 
$5000 bail on Blue, in spite of the 
fact that one of the men involved, 
said Blue was not the man who 
stabbed him. 
By defending himself against ra- 
‘ial invaders in the black community, 
Blue acted in the spirit of revolution- 
aries throughout the world, As Huey 
has said, “If you hit me, I'll hit back; 
if you shoot at me, I’m shooting 
back.”

Knowing the tactics em- 
ployed by the fascist pig 
departments across Babylon, 
we know that the pigs 
jumped at this chance to 
intimadate niggers, to bruta- 
lize niggers, to murder nig- 
gers. 

Boston’s scum force arriv- 
ed at Mr. Johnson's house 
within minutes and began 
to pound on his door. 
Flozell hearing this sound

was immediately beaten by 
the pigs. Many concerned 
people, stood and watched 
the filthy pigs brutaly beat 
an unarmed black, with a 
bad leg. These people 
weren't equipped to deal 
with the pigs because of 
the fact that the pigs had 
guns and the people, in 
this case, didn’t. 

After beating Mr. Johnson 
the pigs, the true criminals 
stated that they were charg- 
ing Mr. Johnson with dis- 
orderly conduct. The peo- 
ple witnessing this outrageous 
act by the pigs began to 
shout at the pigs that they 
had already beaten him e- 
nough for nothing and to 
then charge him would be 
too much. Seeing the an- 
ger in the crowd, the pigs 
withdrew without charging 
Flozell for a crime, when 
in fact they themselves, had 
been doing the criminal acts. 


After the Boston Gestapo 
forces left Mr. Johnson's 
house, he called the Black 
Panther Party. Mr. John- 


son learned from this tragic 
event that Black people have 


no rights by which whites 
are bound to respect. He 
saw the need for all black 
people to have the right 
technical equipment, guns, 
to defend themselves from 
the day to day atrocities 
committed upon our people 
by the oppressor in this 
country. Must we all die, 
a life of poverty, a life of 
fear even for life before we 
realize that we must defend 
ourselves, that at the level 
that oppression is at, now, 
that to defend ourselves is 
to immediately begin to 
bring death to all pigs in 
all communities.

PIGS KIDNAP SISTER 


The pigs of Boston 
have made it their “duty” 
(as do all pigs), to come 
down on black people ev- 
er so hard. And in the 
past three months, have 
really been doing their ‘du 
ty”.. For instance, you re- 
call how a sister was mys- 
teriously burned in her cell 
at Charles Street Jail. Also 
there was the Frank Lynch 
murder. 

The youth have been at- 
tacked also, as about two 
weeks ago, a pig held a 
-557 magnum to a 10 year 
old brother’s head and 
threatened to blow his black 
head off. A 16 year old 
brother was beaten by a 
white gang with chains and 
when the pigs came, they 
joined the gang and pushed 
the Blood down. These 
pigs have proven over and 
over that they aren’t in the 
Black community for our 
health. They don’t limit 
their attacks to just bro- 
thers. 

May 27, 1970, I received 
a telephone call from a Mrs. 
Moser, who lives in Boston's 
South End. She told me 
that her daughter, 16 year 
old Sharon Moser, had been 
in a ‘“‘school” for girls for 
the past two weeks and 
she was going to trial to- 
day, and she had no law- 
yer. So I told her I 
would meet Mrs. Moser at 
the “school” following the 
court hearing. When I ar- 
rived there, the pigs of the 
correction school told me 
that Sharon was not there, 
and that she was still in 
court. I then started to 
leave and then I saw Mrs. 
Moser, and a few friends, 
along with Sharon’s sister, 
Helen. We then went in 
and the head of the school 
came down with some old 
jive line, as to why he had 
lied eto me. But I could 


see through the line; I 
could see he only wanted 
to keep me from seeing 
Sharon. I could see he 
was acting in the true man- 
ner of a pig. But now 
comes the question as to 
how did Sharon wind up 
in this home? Seems on 
the night of May 14, 1970 
Sharon and her sister, Hel- 
en were coming from her 
cousins (Sonny Charles). 
Sharon stopped in the vici- 
nity of Sonny’s house, to 
ask this brother standing on 
the corner for a match. A- 
long came these two pigs 
who right away assumed 
that Sharon was “hustling” 
(this is what racist pigs 
think of black sisters any- 


way.) The pigs approach- 
ed Sharon, but before they 
could reach her, Helen step- 
ped in and said, ‘‘what: are 
you talking about?’ The 
pig said, “Shut up Bitch, 
before we run you in too.” 
Then unexpectedly the other 
pig snatched Helen. At 
this moment, Sharon went 
in her pocket and came 
out with a knife, which 
she did not open, but only 
had, in case the pigs per- 
sisted in their attack, They 
finally arrested both sisters, 
but not before they had 


created such a ruckus, that 
Sonny came out of the 
house to witness Sharon and 
Helen getting beaten with 
black jacks. Later, Helen 
was released but Sharon was 
taken into custody for sup- 
posedly hustling. 

Sharon has since been 
bailed out by us, but when 
she was released, I have 
since talked to her concern- 
ing her stay at the ‘‘correc- 
tion school’. The pigs of 
the school tried to present 
a false layer of humanity, 
by outwardly expressing kind- 
ness. Inwardly, their true 
nature was still there. Sha- 
ron wanted to get a letter 
out to the Black Panther 
Party to explain her situa- 
tion and to ask for advice. 
The letter, addressed to 
Gene Jones (his name had 


been referred by an inmate) 
never got out of the 


school. Quickly understand- 
ing the reason why she re- 
ceived no answer, Sharon 
got in touch with us the 
only way she could, through 
her mother and sister. 
These are the facts. 
These are some of the rea- 
sons pigs are called pigs. 
Pigs all work in the same 
manner one way or anot- 
her. Whether they are 
dressed in Blue or dressed 
in suits and ties, their na- 
ture or manner is the same 
- “to have no regard for 
human life or rights..’”’

Wednesday, July 8, 1970, marked 
another day in the history books of 
Black liberation as black people of 
New Bedford began the first act of 
resistance against the pigs of New 
Bedford. 

The rebellion was started as the 
result of three brothers being arrest- 
ed on Kempton St., in New Bedford. 
James Magnett Jr., disturbing the 
peace, Disorderly Conduct, and As- 
sault and Battery on a pig; Charles 
Perry 23, Disorderly Conduct and 
Disturbing the Peace, and Warren 
Houtman, 25 Disorderly Conduct, 
Making Unnecessary Noise with an 
Auto, and Operating a Motor Vehi- 
cle with Defective Equipment. 

The people who were on the 
street at the time recognized that the 
brothers had violated no law other 

than being black. When the people 
saw these brothers being arrested

they retaliated with bricks and bot- 
tles wounding three pigs and setting 


numerous fires. 
Tramediately after this incident, 


the people, knowing that the pigs 
would attack wantonly, began to bar- 
ricade the streets with cars, rubble, 
lumber, etc. 

Soon after the barricades were 
built, pigs were rushed in with full 
riot gear; hard hats, night sticks, shot- 
guns and tear gas, Several pigs, being 
the fools they are, fired into a crowd 
of brothers when their brother pig 
was in their midst. 

Fires were set in businesses and o- 
ther buildings throughout the West 
End. The pigs at times,fired tear gas 
canisters directly at the people, 
wounding one brother, in a direct hit. 

The brothers dealt with the pigs 
in small groups which proved suc- 
cessful in keeping the pigs confused. 


One pig was hit in the head from the 


rear with a sledge hammer, which 
took six stitches to close. Many pigs 
were bricked and fire-bombed. 

The shootings were by no means 
only confined to the pigs. The bro- 
thers carried out some righteous acts 
of self-defense; sniping at pigs in cars 
and fire-engines. One pig Frank Per- 
ry missed certain barbecuing when 
two slugs hit a building 6 inches a- 
bove his head. 

The climax of the rebellion took 
place Saturday when 17 year old 
Lester Lima was murdered by four 
white racists - George Rose, 20; Gary 
LesLauriers, 18; Ralph D. Brown,20; 


another has not been found. 
As the racists’ car approached a- 


bout 50 people on Kempton Street, 
one of the racists reached under his 


seat, jumped out of his car and level- 
ed a 12-gauge shotgun across the 


hood of his car and pointed it at the 


more than 50 men, women, and chil- 


dren who had congregated on the 
sidewalk and began to fire point 
blank. The first brother to be hit 
was Gordon Rebeiro who was hit in 
the shoulder and knocked to the 
ground. As he attempted to get up, 
to run, Lester Lima raised from the 
bench he was sitting on and was hit 
in the side and back and knocked in- 
to the doorway; the second shot hit- 
ting both Gordon and Lester Lima. 


Randall Robinson, coming out of the 


building after hearing the shots, was 
hit in the stomach and neck. The 
pig then turned his gun firing into 
the crowd hitting Kim Holland, 15, 
in the chest, as she ran to get out of 
the line of fire. 
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This whole incident shows clear 
and simple that this pig was deter- 
mined to kill or maim every black 
person on the scene. It also verifies 
the fact that black people have no 
rights, whatsoever, that white people 
are bound to respect. That when 
white racist hooligans enter our com- 
munities acting in the manner of ban- 
dits and outlaws that we have no o- 
ther alternative but to talk in the 
language that he understands, and 
that there can be no misinterpreta- 
tion of the language of the gun be- 
cause the language of the gun is uni- 
versal and no matter what way you 
try to interpret it, it says the same

Saturday, June 20th, about 
5:00 PM. a black woman with 
her kids and some kids in the 
neighborhood had just finished 
shopping at the mall in Colum- 
bia Point when an off duty pig, 
badge no. 905 came out of the 
Stop&Shop and began calling 
the kids ‘niggers’ and ‘‘savag- 
es, dogs,” and other names. 
The woman turned around and 
told this pig that-she didn’t 
raise any dogs and that her kids 
were human beings. The off 
duty pig then jumped in her 
face and started sounding off at 
her. The pig on duty in the 


Stop&Shop came out and told 
the off duty pig to go home, 
which started a fight between 
those two. Once again the off 
duty pig turned his attention 
toward the kids again and began 
chasing them and grabbed one 
of the kids. At some point in 
all this confusion the off duty 
pig got to a telephone and call- 
ed in a distress call to station 11, 
for mers fig Turces, (12 cruisers 
and 3 paddywagons), who when 
they got there didn’t ask any 
questions, just began to whip 
ass. 


One sister who is 5 months 
pregnant saw her nephew being 
arrested by six pigs and went 
over to ask why he was being 
taken. The pigs replied “if you 

don’t get out of here in 2 sec- 
onds we'll take you, as a mat- 
ter of fact, we'll take you “right 
now.” That’s when 4 pigs 
grabbed her and dragged her to 
the paddywagon and threw her 
in; they threw her only half in 
and kicked her the rest of the

way. When she told them that 
she was pregnant and needed to 
see a doctor, the pigs said, ‘‘so 
you're supposed to be pregnant, 
well that’s just one less nigger 
we'll have to worry about.” 
And it was 2% hours later be- 
fore she got to see a doctor. 

A brother that was arrested, 
Phillip Arthur went over be- 
cause he saw a pig hit his 12 
year old sister in the stomach. 


&. i 
sister again and the pig said, 
“you trying to get wise boy,” 
Phillip said, “‘no, I’m not trying 
to get wise, just don’t hit my _ 
sister again.”” That’s when they 
grabbed him. When they did, 
he put up his arms to get away 
and that is when the pigs arrest- 
ed him for assault and battery. 

Some pig shot at a 16 year 
old brother, Alvin Sealey, who 


was running home to get his mo- 


ther and let her know what was 
happening at the shopping mall. 
When they shot, Alvin halted 
and then about 5 pigs went o- 
ver to grab him and they beat 
him with a gun butt. 

A Mr. L.C. Kindell, saw some 


of his kids being arrested and 
went over to ask about it and 
was then grabbed himself and 
beaten and put in the paddy- 
wagon. He asked the pigs why 
they were beating him and they 


replied, “that’s what we want 
to do and you can go get-your 


Black Panthers and your Riot 
Crew, and we'll deal with them 
too.” 

Then pig no. 2460 told Mr. 
Kindell’s son Lee that “I get 
paid $6.00 an hour to chase you 
niggers, keep up the good work 
and I'll be rich.” 

All of this is clearly FASCISM. 
The people of Columbia Point 
don’t want or need a pig sta- 
tion in their projects. Yet the 
Boston Pig Department felt it 
was needed to keep a closer 
check on the black community 
out here and it makes it much 
easier for them to carry out 
their fascist tactics on the peo- 


:ple.

RACIST ATTACK 
BLACK WOMAN 


For a long time there has 
been tension between blacks 
and whites in Mission Hill. Mrs. 
Carrie Jenkins, of 121 Horadin 

is “he latest victim oi che 
racist attacks against black peo- 
ple. 

On June 18th, a bottle was 
thrown from the third floor of 


121 Horadin Way. It struck Mrs. 


Mrs. Jenkin’s niece, Dorothy in 


the forehead over the nose, and % 
sprayed glass over another niece * 


Denise cutting her arm. Mrs. 
Jenkins called the police, who 
of course failed to come. Sister 
Carrie then went over to the 
BHA office to see the manager, 


old House Nigger Willis, who ARM YOURSELF OR HARM YOURSELF had come through the window, 


said that he would come when 
the pigs arrived. Mrs. Jenkins 
then called her sister, who lives 
in Mission Hill also, and asked 
when she had seen Ellison, Mrs. 
Jenkin’s son. Ellison was at the 
basketball court, and Wayne, 
the nephew of Mrs. Jenkins, 
went to get him to tell him that 
he had to come home. Ellison 
was walking home from the 
basketball court when he was 
attacked by two white women, 
one holding a baseball bat. She 
yelled out ‘there goes that 
black nigger, let’s get him,” and 
they proceeded to beat Ellison 
with the bat. Mrs. Jenkins saw 
the incident and rushed down- 
stairs screaming ‘‘Don’t hit my 
son, he didn’t do anything.” 
Mrs. Jenkins again called the 
pigs, and once again they did 
not show up. She then called 
the Human Relations Depart- 
ment at'City Hall and spoke to 
Ornie Waiter about what had 
happened. Shortly thereafter, 
Mr. Waiter showed up with two 
other men. These dudes said 


that they would deal withthe 
situation. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Kemmitt, 
the racist woman who started 
the whole incident called the 
pigs and six fascist dogs came 
to Mrs. Jenkins house wanting 
to know what had happened. 
The pigs claimed that Mrs. Jeh- 
kins had never called them and. 
that they were responding to 
Mrs. Kemmitt’s call - an obvi- 
ous lie. Mrs. Kemmitt came 
down to Mrs. Jenkins house, 
yelling about Ellison attacking 
her with a knife and Mrs. Jen- 
kins physically assaulting her. 
Then Kemmitt, who has been 
to the mental hospital in Matta- 
pan, took out three Assault and 
Battery warrants on sister Car- 
rie and one out on Ellison. 

On June 24th, Mrs. Jenkins 
went to court, where the char- 
ges against her were dropped be- 
cause she had not been home 
when the bottle-throwing in- 
cident had happened, as Mrs. 
Kemmitt said she was, and 
therefore could not have assaul-

gust 5th. Kemmitt did not show 
in court either day and the 
judge oinked that if she didn’t 


ges against Ellison would also 
have to be dropped. 

On June 28th, in the early 
morning, Mrs. Jenkins was in 
her room when she heard nois- 
es outside of the house. She 
ran to the window in time to 
see two white youths throw a 
flare at her children’s window. 
The flare broke the window, 
but didn’t fall into the room, 
and it burst into flames, If it 


it would easily have set the room 
afire, killing Mrs. Jenkin’s child- 
ren. Later the same night, the 
same youths returned with a 
few friends and more flares, but 
this time, she was ready and she 
ran them away from her house. 
Mrs. Jenkins has to stay con- 
stantly on guard for fear of 
‘such attacks, and this has caused 
her to become very tense and 
worried. 

The only way in which black 
people can defend themselves 
against these attacks is to arm 
for self-defense. In such a man- 
ner, we can repel any invasion 
of our rights or our property.

gression and genocide is carried out 
on a people over a prolonged period 
of time, the people will inevitably 
strike a death blow to the oppressor 
through resistance which will equal 
the aggression. Such was the case on 
Saturday, June 20th. The Roxbury 
Crossing Pig Station (station 10) was 
hit with a barrage of bullets, some 
entering the windows of the Detec- 
tives’ room and lodging in the wall, 
and others bouncing off the brick 
wall. Pig detectives headed by Lt. 
Raymond Clifford, conducted an in- 
vestigation which turned up nine 
spent cartridges on the roof of a 4 
story brick building, several blocks 
from the pig station. The shells 
were said to have come from a Bri- 
tish made WWI Super 303 rifle. 

Immediately following the attack 
pig Police Commissioner, Edmund 
McNamara, in all his fear, and his 
concern for the welfare of his ges- 
tapo troops, ordered his flunkies to 
post 24-hour guards at all pig sta- 
tions and to “apprehend any suspi- 
cious persons” to make it much sim- 
pler “‘any black person.”

I, We want freedom. We want power to determine the des- 
tiny of our Black Community. 
We believe that black people will not be free until we are able to de- 
termine our destiny. 


2. We want full employment for our people. 

We belicve that the federal government is responsible and obligated to 
give every man employment or a guaranteed income. We believe that if 
the white American businessmen will not give full employment, then th 
means of production should be taken from the businessmen and placed 
in the community so that the people of the community can organize and 
employ all of its people and give a high standard of living. 


3. We want an end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of 
our Black Commuhity. 


We believe that this racist govenument has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overduc debt of forty acres and two mules. !orty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We will accept the payment in cur- 
fency which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans 
are now aiding the Jews in Israel for the genocide of the Jewish peopic. 
The Germans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken 
Part in the slaughter of over fifty million black people; therefore, we feel 
that this is a modest demand that we make. 


4. We want decent housing, fit for shelter of human beings. 

We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community, then the housing and the land should be made 
into cooperatives so that our community, with government aid, can 
build and make decent housing for its people. 


5. We want education for our people that exposes the true 
nature of this decadent American society. We want education 
that teaches us our true history and our role in the present-day 
society. 

We belicve in an educational system that will give to our people a 
knowledge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his 


position in society and the world, then he has little chance. to relate to 
any thing else. 


6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 

We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mili- 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like black 
people, are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourseives from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary. 


7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and 
MURDER of black people. 

We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense.

8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, 
county and city prisons and jails. 

We believe that ail black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 


9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried 
in court by a jury of their peer group or people from their 
black communities, as defined by the Constitution of the United 
States. 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S, Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economic, social, religious, geographical, envir- 
onmental, historical and racial backgrcund. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the blac.. .ummunity from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, i.nd are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man” of the black 
community. 

10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice 
and peace. And as our major political objective, a United Nations 
supervised plebiscite to be held throughout the black colony in 
which only black colonial subjects will be allowed to participate, 
for the purpose of determining the will of black people as to 
their national destiny.. 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should de- 
clare the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, de- 
riving their just powers from the consent of the governed; that, 
whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these 
ends, it is the right of the people to alter or to abolish it, and to 
institute a new government, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples, and organizing its powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate that governments long established should not be 
changed for light and transient causes; and, accordingly, all experience 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But, when a jong train of abuses and usurpations, 
pursuing invariably the same object, evinces a design to reduce 
them under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such government, and to provide new 
guards for their future security.
